O.N, 100.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (1) of Section 13A of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1950 (43 of 1950), the Election Commission of 
India, in consultation with the Government of West Bengal, 
hereby nominates Shri S, K. Magon, IAS (RR : 1968) at 
present Secretary to the Government of West Bengal, as (he 
Chief Electoral Officer for the State of West Bengal with effect 
from the date he takes over chnrgo and until further orders. 

2. Shri Mugon will ceasr to hold charges and hand over 
forthwith the charge of all or any department under the 
Government of West Benga' v.-hich ho may be holding before 
assumption of office ns Chi"f Electoral Officer. No exception 
of any kind will be permitted. 
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3. Shri Magon, while functioning as the Chief Electoral 
Officer, West Bengal shall not hold or be asked to hold any 
additional charge whatsoever puder the Government of West 
Bengal, except that he should be designated Secretary to the 
Government incharge of a Department concerned in the State 
Secretariat strictly with elections under the jurisdiction of 
the Election Commission of India. 

4. Shri Magon shall, in terms of provisions of the Constitu¬ 
tion of India, the Representation of the People Act, 1950 
and the Representation of the People Act, 1951, be subject to 
the total and exclusive control, superintendence and discipline 
of the Election Commission at all times when employed ns 
the Chief Electoral Officer' for the State of West Bengal. No 
departures from this will be tolerated. 

5. Subject to the superintendence, direction and control of 
the Election Commission, Shri Magon shall supervise the pre¬ 
paration, revision and correction of all electoral rolls, and 
supervise the conduct of all elections in the State pt West 


Bengal under the Representation of the People Act, 1950 and 
Representation of the People Act, 1951 and ail other work 
within the domain of the Flection Commission of India. 

6 . if Shri Magon is entrusted with or holds or is made to 
hold any additional charge of any kind whatsoever, at any 
time, he shall stand removed automatically from the office of 
the Chief Electoral Officer, West Bengal from the dale or as¬ 
sumption of such additional charge as per this order and no 
separate orders will, or need to, issue. All and any action 
taken by him thereafter in the so-called discharge of his duties 
and functions as the Chief Electoral Officer shall be illegal, 
unauthorised and nonest and null and void and will render 
him liable to disciplinary and other legal action.
